In tate February 1950 about 200 Soviet tanks wore observed on the northern peri- 
meter of Timisoara (8 16/T 91). All of the barracks of the first municipal 
district in the imer city were occupied by Soviet troops. Some of the Soviet 
soldiers wore tank insignia on their epaulets. Troops observed on tho march 
were in the platoon strength or company strength at most.
